Wintor Cover Crops~-One of the mos? importent activities in the East Central 
Region this fall will be the prorzram to encournge grenter use of winter caver 


crops. The cover crop progrem will et under wey in August with meetings and | 


Bter acstoet oven at “thea. In sonnection with this special activity, the 
Bast Central Region sugrests a feature story which may be released in August 
Such a story could emphasize what happens when [nnd is left bere over the 
winter. Experiment station results could be used to show the loss of acil 
nutrients when land is uncovered, when covered with lespediza only, and whan 
protected with small grain and winter legumes. The stery could also point 
out the special necessity of planting winter cover crops on terraced Land. 


Tllustrations will improve such a fecture. Suecestions for cover crop picture 


are outlined in the picture section of the erclendear. 


Close of Program Year--In arens where the program yeor closes exrlier than in 
1939 there will be ononortunity te exolain in local press and radio releases, 
the advantages of this to farmers. State committees will be able to outline 
the edvanjasee, since these will vary from stctea to state, accerding to the 
type of farning. 


Farm Buildings--Conservation is influencing form building and equipment needs, 
it wes ronorted recantly in a series of lumbermen's mectings in North Daketa. 
Conserv-tion forming has brought such changes as increased acrexses of grass 


and forrge crops, invelving feed storsc and livesteck sheltor, new requirements 


for farm rrain sterage> This presents the vessibility of lecal stories on the 
game subject in other states. Local lumber denlers sould supply date on vhe 


bi 


change in farm duilding requirements as they have observed them through building 


aotivities. 


Loan Activities--Follow-up releases on a local besis covid be written in the 
states after the onnouncenment of the resecling pro:rem on 1938 and 1939 corn. 
It might be well to strees the condition of senled corn in the Bver-Norma 
Granary. ‘The recent re-inspection of corn under loan showed that 99.6 percent? 
of all farm<stored corn graded Bo. 3 or higher om May 31. Of the corm in 


os 


steel bins, 97-6 wre reported as erading No. 3 or better. Along with the 


fact that seried corn is in good condition, the reserve cern could be stresssé 


as part of the Ever=-Normal Granary which makes agriculfwre so well preparsd 
for uational defense. In all loonl information material. on crops covered by 
the loan=-corn, whest, barley, rve, cotten--i6 will be well to emphasize the 


part that stored greins and fiber niay in the Ever-Normal Granary, in cennection 


with agriculture's preparedness. 
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Oregon Feature--The story of how Pacific Northwest farmers have used crested 
wheat grass to meet a special problem was recently released to the papers in 
Oregon. The feature explained the chief problem of farmers in the area--to 
fing a grass that would establish itself on dry land shifted from wheat pro- 
duction. Experiment atations and extension services tested several grasses, 
but crested wheat grass was the "find." At firet the use of the plant was 
limited, After the AAA came into the picture, farmers through the help 
offered in the AAA conservation program, were Sble to increase their acreage 
of crested wheat grass to about 355,000 acres--from about 100 acres LO years 
before. In other states, similar achievements under the conservation program 
could be subjects of special features, The Oregon feature was illustrated by 
@ picture showing a good stand of crested wheat grass, with a man in it for 
human interest and photographic perspective. 


Crop Ingurance--August will be an opportune time for loctl releases on crop 
insurance, feature might be based on the fact that farmers are now enter- 
ing the third year of crop ineurance, I could strese that more wheat 
growers are now in the program, recount the experiences of farmers with the 
first two years of crop insurance and cite outstanding examples where indem- 
nity payments have enabled farmers to follow better methods of farming, make 
payments on their farms, and meet other obligations. Another possibility 
would be to write a story about a farmer who has harvested a good crop, but 
who will ineure his wheat for 1941. Another story could point out the con- 
venience with which farmers can take out crop insurance through the simpli- 
fied procedure of the 1941 program, AAA advances, 6tc.

Picture Technas ~ Into every picture taken should go the action motive. 
ergons and animals should be included in every shot, not only to add 
interest, but to give the impression of relative size of objects and 
landscapes ani to give proper perspective. fo pack punch inte pictures, 
get farmers actually working at the practices they are carrying out. 

The most common error from the mechanical etamipoint of actual "shooting* 
is slight carmsra movement during the memornt of exposure. Movement cannot 
be detected in the contact print but shows up glaringly when the print 
or a section of it ig blown up. Use of 4 tripod, when practicable, 
cannot be over-emphasised. ‘the extra effort axpended in carrying a triped 
over field, etc., will be repaid in sharp, elear pictures that will hold 
up under severe enlargement. 


Goyer Crop Pictures -~ A number of pictures te support the cover crop 
program in the Eset Centrel Region can be taken during August. These 
might show farmers preparing their lend for seeding winter legumes, 
washed or ercied land campared with well covered land, terrecing machines 
an operation, application of Lins ani superphosphate for use with cover 
eprops; Pictures showing unloadings of hairy vetch and winter peas 

snich have been shipped in from Northwest Pacific states WLil also make 
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3, ¥armer Fioldmane-One-colum mate of former-fieldmen in North Dakota have 
been provided to editors of locel papers. Since papers are becomlne more 
and more pictures coneclous, the sane idea could be usel in other etates 
to furnish mats to papers for use at times when fieldmen are in counties 
for special mectings ond other activities. 


4, Harvest Picturce--In many areas, harvest of one kind or another will be 
in progress during August and this will be an excellent tine to get shots 
of harvesting operations, of grain going into storage in the Bvor-Normal 
Granary, and of conservation practices which are carried out at this time 
of the year. 


5» Grant of Aid--An interosting picture on the erent of ald provran came ott 
dn West Virginin recently. The mt wae a layout of four individual pictures. 
Two of tho pictures showed formere unlosding bulk and wt Lime from 
freight cars. The other two pictures shoved farmers applying lime to their 
land, one with a shovel and the other by machine. The cut copy was very 
short, telling briefly that a new term, "grant of aid", was becoming a 
favorite with farmers, and that farmers obtained lime and superphosphate 
in pince of conservation payments.
